It’s official: the Red Lion 
Inn has a new general man- 
ager and president of its 
board of directors. 

The inn’s new corporate 
structure has new general 
manager Heinrich Lumens of 
Belmont, who was hired in 
May, heading up the board of 
directors of Cohasset Sarro, 
Inc. (doing busine.ss as the 
Red Lion Inn). This also 
makes him the inn’s liquor li- 
cense holder. 

The Board of Selectmen 
voted to approve both the 
change of manager and 
change of officers and di- 
rectors during Tuesday 
night’s meeting. 

'I'he matter was delayed 
earlier this month; the inn’s 
attorney Charles Humphreys 
asked for an extension to 
obtain a certificate of good 
standing, CORI (Criminal 
Offender Record Informa- 
tion) check, petition for the 
transfer of ownership, and 
other documents required 
by the state Alcoholic Bev- 
erages Control Commission. 

These changes all come 
after recent upheaval in the 
inn’s management. Lumens 
was hired one week after 
former general manager 
John Cowden of Duxbury 
left after two months on the 
job. He quit the same day of 
the originally scheduled 
change of manager hearing 
in May. 

Lumens previously spent 
20 years as general manag- 
er of the Harvard Faculty 
Club. Cohasset Acting Police 
Chief William Quigley said 
that he heard nothing but 
good things about Luljens

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Four-car chain reaction foiiowing buriai service

Chain-reaction 

A 71-year-old West Rox- 
bury woman was cited fol- 
lowing a chain-reaction ac- 
cident on North Main Street 
at the lights at Forest Av- 
enue on Monday (June 9) 
around 11:43 a.m. 

Police said all the cars in- 
volved were traveling from a 
burial service at Woodside 
Cemetery to the Lightkeep- 
ers Residence when the 
mishap occurred. 

The first car in line was 
2007 Ford sedan, operated 
by a 43-year-old Hyde Park 
man, who had stopped at 
the lights. The next car was 
a 2006 Toyota, operated by 
a 36-year-old Dorchester 
man. And behind that car 
was a 2014 Volkswagen Pas- 
sat, operated by a 60-year- 
old Milton woman. 

The Chevrolet, operated 
by the W. Roxbury woman, 
hit the back of the VW 
pushing it into the Toyota 
which then hit the Ford 
sedan. All the cars had mul- 
tiple passengers, police said. 
.The W. Roxbury woman 
was cited for failure to use 
caution and her car was 
towed due to heavy front- 
end damage, police said. 
There were no reported in- 
juries. 

Two-car crash 

, At 12:57 p.m. on Monday 
(June 9), police responded 
to a two-vehicle accident on 
^ng Street (Route 3A) and 
Schofield Road. Police said a 
24-year-old Cohasset 
woman in a 2001 Lincoln 
LS sedan pulled out of 
Scofield Road to head north 
in front of a 2002 CMC En- 
voy, operated by a 50-year- 
old Marshfield woman. The 
impact of the crash sent 
both vehicles careening into 
the ditch on the northbound 
side of the highway. 

Both vehicles were towed. 
The Cohasset woman was 
transported by mutual aid 
ambulance from Norwell to 
the hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries. She 
was cited for failure to yield 
to oncoming traffic. The 
Marshfield woman’s hus- 
band arrived to pick her up, 
police said. 

Two-car crash 

At 8:44 a.m. on Tbesday 
(June 10), police were called 
to a two-vehicle crash at the 
lights at Stop & Shop. A 
2012 Subaru Impreza, oper- 
ated by a 23-year-old Scitu- 
ate man, was headed north 
when he rear-ended a 2002 
Honda Odyssey van, operat- 
ed by a 42-year-old Scituate 
woman, who had stopped at 
the lights. 
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Narcan kit used to reverse overdose 



Police said a 9-1-1 call 
came in about 1 p.m. on 
Saturday (June 14) for a 
30-year-old woman who 
was found unresponsive 
inside her bedroom in a 
neighborhood off Route 
3A. Officer Chris Dias 
went to the home while 
the emergency dispatch 
center kept the victim’s 
mother on the telephone 
line. 

Dias deployed his Nar- 
can kit, administered the 
dose into the victim’s nos- 
trils, and she began to 
breathe again. Officer Dan 
Williams then arrived on 
scene with paramedics 
from the Cohasset Fire 
Department. The victim 
was transported to South 
Shore Hospital in Wey- 
mouth. 

“It’s unfortunate that we 
need to carry this opiate 
reversal drug, but it 100 
percent saved a life this 
weekend,” Acting Chief 
William Quigley said. “Of- 
ficer Dias administered 
the Narcan and the efforts

The Subaru had to be 
towed and the Scituate man 
was cited for following too 
closely. There were no re- 
ported injuries and the oth- 
er vehicle was drivable, po- 
lice said. 

Car towed 

A 21-year-old Cohasset 
man is being summonsed to 
court for driving without 
being licensed and failure to 
stop at a stop sign following 
a traffic stop on Tbesday 
(June 10) around 12:15 p.m. 

An officer on patrol ob- 
served the white 2006 In- 
finiti G35X the man was 
driving fail to stop at the 
stop sign when coming out 
of Crocker Lane to head 
south on Chief Justice Cush- 
ing Highway (Route 3A). 
'The officer pulled the Infini- 
ti over and checks through 
the Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles revealed the operator’s 
license had expired on his 
birthday last February. His 
car was towed. 

Car towed 

Faulty brake lights led to a 
traffic stop and summons to 
court for a 49-year-old Scit- 
uate man operating a red 
2004 Volkswagen Jetta. 'The 
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ward thinking.” 

Since the first of the 
year, there have been four 
heroin overdoses in Cohas- 
set; one of which was a fa- 
tality. 'This was the first 
time that Cohasset police 



had the Narcan kit avail- 
able for use. Cohasset Offi- 
cer Paul Wilson, a certified 
trainer through Norfolk 
da’s office, conducts in- 
house training for all the 
officers, Quigley said. 



Jetta was headed south on 
Route 3A in the area of Stop 
& Shop on Tuesday (June 
10) around 6:30 p.m. when 
an officer observed that the 
VW did not have brake 
lights when it slowed to turn 
right onto upper King 
Street. The officer followed 
the vehicle that rolled 
through the stop sign and 
King and Pond streets be- 
fore pulling into the water 
department driveway where 
the officer pulled the car 
over. 

Checks through the Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles re- 
vealed the man’s license had 
expired in April. His car was 
towed and he is being sum- 
monsed on the charges of 
unlicensed operation, defec- 
tive equipment (brake 
lights), and failure to stop at 
a stop sign, police said. 

ID theft 

A 32-year-old town em- 
ployee went to police head- 
quarters on Wednesday 
(June 11) to report he had 
received an electric bill in 
his name, including his 
middle initial, for a property 
in Watertown, which he 
does not own. Investigation 
through the electric compa- 
ny showed that someone us- 



ing his name had opened an 
account for that property 
back in October 2010 and 
had stopped paying the bill 
last January. The employee 
was provided with an iden- 
tity theft packet and told to 
contact the credit bureau. 
The matter is still being in- 
vestigated. 

Fatal crash 

Cohasset police and fire 
received a 9-1-1 call at 6:23 
p.m. on Wednesday (June 
11) about a motorcycle vs. 
car accident on Border 
Street. When they arrived a 
bystander, who identified 
himself as a medical doctor, 
was administering CPR to 
the 27-year-old Scituate 
man who had been driving 
the motorcycle. He was tak- 
en by Cohasset ambulance 
to South Shore Hospital. 
Hingham police provided 
an escort to clear traffic 
through their town. The 
young man succumbed to 
his injuries, police said. Co- 
hasset police assisted at the 
scene by shutting down Bor- 
der Street. 

Cohasset police said it ap- 
pears the motorcycle hit a 
car that was bacldng out of a 
driveway on Border Street 
just over the line in Scituate 



and it appears that speed 
was a factor. Massachusetts 
State Police detectives as- 
signed to the Plymouth 
County District Attorney’s 
Office have assumed pri- 
mary responsibility for the 
case and will be working 
with members of the Scitu- 
ate Police Department to fi- 
nalize the investigation. 

Lost 

A 70-year-old man who is 
new to town and lives in the 
Avalon complex was walk- 
ing his dog across Route 3A 
on Thursday moming (June 
12) when he got lost in the 
Rocl^ Lane area. A caller 
reported that an older gen- 
tleman with a dog was walk- 
ing around the cul de sac 
and appeared disoriented. 

Police said there was 
somewhat of a language 
barrier but they were able to 
determine that he lived in 
Avalon and got in touch 
with his wife who came and 
picked up him and the dog. 

Hit & runs 

There were two reported 
hit & run accidents involv- 
ing parked cars during the 
Arts Festival over the week- 
end. A Cohasset woman re- 



ported that someone had 
backed into her 1998 Toyota 
sedan in the post office 
parking lot around 3:27 
p.m. on Saturday (June 14). 
There was significant dam- 
age to the bumper and 
tnmk, police said. 

At about 2 p.m. on Sun- 
day (June 15), a Scituate 
woman, whose EMC Envoy 
had been parked on Ripley 
Road near Tower Lane, re- 
turned to her car to find the 
driver’s side mirror on the 
ground next to the vehicle. 
I’here was a note left from a 
witness to the accident pro- 
viding a partial plate num- 
ber, description of the green 
Toyota Sequoia and the 
driver. According to the wit- 
ness, the passenger-side 
mirror on the Sequoia was 
also damaged but the driver, 
a shirtless young man, did 
not stop. Police are trying to 
locate the Sequoia. 

Litter dump 

A 27-year-old Cohasset 
man is being summoned to 
court for illegal dumping af- 
ter he was again spotted 
clumping yard debris off 
Cushing Road in the Ellms 
Meadow well field, police 
said. The latest complaint 
came in at 7:34 p.m. on Sat- 
urday (June 14). The man 
had been warned over the 
previous two weeks. Police 
hav'e photos of the debris 
and a witness. 

In a related mishap, the 
police 2013 Chevrolet Tahoe 
SUV that responded to the 
scene backed into a low- 
hanging branch on Cushing 
Road that shattered the tail- 
gate window. The police ve- 
hicle was out of service until 
10 a.m. Monday after re- 
pairs were made. The win- 
dow cost $420 to replace. 

Domestic 

A 48-year-old Cohasset 
man was arrested and 
charged with domestic as- 
sault after his 70-year-old 
mother called police saying 
he was verbally harassing 
her and putting her in fear 
on Sunday afternoon (June 
15). Police responded to the 
home where the son was un- 
cooperative and irate. A 
sm^l struggle with police 
ensued when the officers 
tried to put the man into 
handcuffs. 

He is currently being held 
at the Plymouth County 
House of Correction due to 
a parole violation on unre- 
lated charges, police said.

When Lord Acton fa- 
mously wrote “Power tends 
ito corrupt and absolute 
^wer corrupts absolutely” 
m fellow historian and 
scholar Mandell Creighton 
pn 1887, he was referring to 
Ithe kings and popes of his 
Itinie who ruled with casual 
Idisregard for what was truly 
pest for their constituencies, 
^et he might as well have 
{been writing about the 
JDemocratic Party here in 
{contemporary Massachu- 
jsetts. 

Over the last few years, 
jwe have seen a startling de- 
crease in the willingness of 
the majority party to make 
the tough decisions they 
were elected to make. 

I We saw it in 2009, when 
'most state legislators ac- 
icepted an automatic pay in- 
Icrease at a time where pub- 
llic- and private-sector work- 
ers across Massachusetts 
were struggling to keep 
their jobs in the face of re- 
cession. We saw it in 2012, 
when Senate President 
Therese Murray declared 
that the state budget did not 
constitute a “money bill,” so 
she could avoid important 
debate on a number of taxes 
^d fees. 

' We saw it in 2013, when 
the Legislature voted to au- 
tomatically increase the 
statewide gas tax each year, 
^o that they never again 
l^ve to face the public 



scrutiny of passing a gas tax 
increase year after year. We 
saw it again at the start of 
April this year, when the 
House of Representatives 
voted along party lines that 
any debate on local aid, 
school funding or welfare 
reform cart and will be ruled 
out of order during the 
House budget debate. 

In fact, we see it nearly 
every week when the 27 
joint committees in the Leg- 
islature vote to send count- 
less bills “to study” — effec- 
tively killing them without 
having to have their names 
tied to a “yes” or a “no” vote 
on difficult issues. Over the 
past number of years, this 
has included more than 40 
different bills aimed at re- 
forming Chapter 40B. The ' 
one-party monopoly on 
Beacon Hill has allowed for 
the majority party to ma- 
nipulate the rules to serve 
their purposes and for them 
to avoid dl the responsibili- 
ty that comes with taking a 
stance on any truly contro- 
versial issue. 

Why should they worry, 
thou^? Incumbency rates 
here in Massachusetts mir- 
ror the slg^-high rates seen 
at the federal level. The Sen- 
ate has not seen an incum- 
bent lose since Sonia 
Chang-Diaz defeated the 
scandal-plagued Dianne 
Wilkerson in 2008. Even 
then, we simply swapped 



one Democrat for another. 

The state has one of the 
most lopsided state legisla- 
tures in the nation; both the 
101-person difference be- 
tween the House party cau- 
cuses and the 32-person dif- 
ference between the Senate 
party caucuses represent the 
largest differentids in the 
country. This one-party rule 
does no good for the people 
of Massachusetts. 

Debate on the House and 
Senate floors has simply be- 
come a charade, with the 
majority party allowing it to 
take place only until the 
point where it starts to 
make them uncomfortable. 
Voters need to hold their 
elected officials accountable 
for their avoidance of re- 
sponsibility; those who are 
unwilling to even debate the 
difficult issues that face leg- 
islators on Beacon Hill do 
not belong in office. These 
officials are selling out their 
constituents for their own 
personal and political gain. 

Unlike the Idngs and 
popes of Lord Acton’s time, 
our state legislators have to 
face the ballot box every two 
years.

' ' State Rep. Garrett 
Bradley, D-Hingham, 
joined by his colleagues in 
the House, June 12, ap- 
proved comprehensive 
economic development 
and Jobs legislation. The 
following is fwm Rep. 
Bradley's office. 

The bill aims to further 
strengthen Massachusetts’ 
innovation industries and 
position the state as a 
global leader both eco- 
nomically and culturally 
. through forward-looking 
solutions including a fo- 
cus on emerging indus- 
tries, investments in 
workforce development 
and education, and pro- 
,rt moting targeted regional 
Jn growth. 

“I am pleased that the 
bill included my amend- 
— ment providing $300,000 
for Cohasset to make 
downtown parking im- 
provements,” Bradley said. 
“The legislation also aims 
' to promote private sector 
investment, strengthen 
the economy to make 
Massachusetts more com- 
petitive, support the man- 
ufacturing sector, and 
provide workforce train- 
ing.” 

The legislation invests 
$1.5 million in MassCAN, 
a public-private partner- 
ship that requires match- 
ing investments dollar- 
for-dollar, for the develop- 
ment and implementation 
of a program to establish 
widespread, progressive 
computer science educa- 
tion in public schools. It 
creates and provides $2 
million for the Big Data 
Innovation & Workforce 
Fund to promote the use 
of big data and analytics 
industries, provide tools 
for related career develop- 
ment and explore how an- 
alytics can help address 
public transportation, en- 
ergy and public health is- 
I sues. 

I The bill also invests $2 
million in the Ihlent 
Pipeline initiative, a pro- 
gram that has won nation- 
d praise since its creation 
throu^ the 2012 eco- 
nomic development law. 

Hie program encourages 



students and young inno- 
vators to get a head start 
on their futures by match- 
ing stipends for interns at 
innovation start-ups, and 
providing mentoring op- 
portunities for new entre- 
preneurs. 

Recognizing the role 
that start-ups and early- 
growth companies have in 
revitalizing the economy, 
this bill indudes numer- 
ous provisions to support 
the innovation ecosystem 
including: 

• Builds on a program 
allowing PRIM to invest 
at least $150 million in in- 
stitutions that make capi- 
tal available to small busi- 
nesses and early-stage 
companies; 

• Provides $1.5 million 
for MassVentures, an or- 
ganization that supports 
the innovation economy 
by funding early-stage, 
high-groi^ startups in 
Mass^usetts as they 
move from concept to 
commercialization; 

• Creates the Angel In- 
vestor Tkx Credit to incen- 
tivize investment and fos- 
ter growth in newly 
formed start-ups in Mas- 
sachusetts. Investors are 
eligible for a 20 percent 
cr^t of the qualifying an- 
gel investment, 30 percent 
if the recipient business is 
located in a Gateway City; 
and 

• Authorizes increased 
spending for the Infra- 
structure Investment In- 
centive (I-Cubed) Pro- 
gram from $325 million 
to $600 million, and rais- 
es the number of allowed 
I-Cubed projects within 
any community from 
three to eight. 

Since the 2008 econom- 
ic downturn, the House of 
Representatives has tar- 
geted economic sectors 
that will provide sustain- 
able jobs for workers of all 
skill levels across a variety 
of industries. The 2014 
economic development 
legislation establishes the 
Middle Skills Job IVaining 
Grant Fund, funded at $15 
million, to provide grants 
to vocational-technical 
schools and community 



colleges that will support 
advanced manufacturing 
and IT trai^g. The fund 
seeks to tram 4,000 work- 
ers in the next four years 
to meet the talent needs of 
Massachusetts employers. 
The bill also funds a 
matching grant program 
for small manufacturing 
companies to provide 
technical assistance and 
avert layoffs and closures. 

The bill also improves 
two existing housing pro- 
grams, the Housing 
Preservation & Stabiliza- 
tion ’IVust Fund through a 
$5 million investment, 
and the Housing Develop- 
ment Incentive Program, 
which provides developers 
with tax credits for mixed- 
income, market rate proj- 
ects. 'This bill eliminates 
the cap on the number of 
units permitted per HDIP 
development and doubles 
the amount of existing tax 
credits to $10 million for 
the next four years. Other 
regional advancement 
provisions include: 

• Invests $1.5 million in 
the Working Cities Chal- 
lenge, a public-private ini- 
tiative in partnership with 
the Boston Federal Re- 
serve Bank, to advance 
cross-sector collaboration 
and create lasting eco- 
nomic improvement; 

• Provides $10 million 
to the Brownfields Rede- 
velopment Fund to en- 
courage development of 
currently vacant and un- 
derutilized properties 
across the Commonwealth 
and provides $2.5 million 
for the Brownfields Rede- 
velopment Access to Capi- 
tal, which offers low-cost 
environmental insurance 
to help mitigate risk; and 

• Creates a Job Creation 
Incentive, which will al- 
low businesses to receive a 
tax credit up to $1,000 
per job created, or up to 
$5,000 per job created in 
a Gateway City, capped at 
$1 million per project. 

• The bill also creates a 
sales tax holiday on Aug. 

16 and 17, marking the 
ninth year the Common- 
wealth will provide a two- 
day sales tax exemption.

Pitching in for Father Bili’s

Oh what a little rain and 
sun will do. In walking by 
the rod^f space at the farm 
where the old tennis court 
used to be and is now dedi- 
cated for the farm pantry 
garden, I could not help but 
notice the weeds among the 
kale, like the thorns among 
the roses. The tattered 
fence, which will soon re- 
ceive help from an Eagle 
Scout candidate, currently 
serves a pretty good purpose 
in keeping out the deer, rab- 
bits and woodchucks. Plenty 
of sunshine reaches this 
prime spot however, and the 
deluge of rain also makes 
for excellent growth, both 
wanted and unwanted. 

The weeds are high, as are 
the young kale plants, chard 
seedlings and recently sown 
carrots. Some weeds have 
caught up to the garlic, 
which, planted last October, 
are about a month away 
from being carefully pulled 
for green garlic and to dry 
for fall. Like the farm fields 
that the farmers tend, these 
small, oblong, rectangular 
and even boxed beds and 
growing spaces feature a va- 
riety of crops, plants, veg- 
gies and flowers. Diversity 
hopefully keeps away some 
unintelligent pests and in- 
sects. The rotation of crops 
(not planting one crop in 
the same spot every year) 
also keeps the farmer and 
the yield one step 
ahead. But there is a need to 
remove the old pea trellis 



and step into the garden, 
work to be completed. 

It is named the farm 
pantry garden as the major- 
ity of the food grown and 
harvested there is destined 
for Father Bill’s Place in 
Quincy. Father Bill’s is a 
home and a help for folks 
seeking to get back into 
work and gain stability and 
independence. Some fresh, 
healthy vegetables, with or- 
ganic practices, can help the 
chef and the recipients, 
along with the other dona- 
tions that people and organ- 
izations provide. When the 
volunteering high schoolers 
come for a week at the farm, 
they will work alongside the 
Holly Hill farmers and work 
to prepare the harvest for 
transport to Quincy. 

Like any dedicated grow- 
ing space, there needs con- 
stant attention. The high 
schoolers are not yet here to 
do the weeding, cultivating 
and staking. Right now on 
the farm, there are many 
younger farmers between 
the ages of 3 and 8 who are 
walking by looking for 
worms, making compost, 
exploring open meadows, 
trekking to the ice pond or 
simply feeding the chickens 
some grassy weeds. The 
summer programs for 
young children are thriving 
at the farm and they are 
happily discovering the joys 
of nature, while staying to- 
gether and walking the 
paths. I suppose these 
young kids could navigate 
around a growing bed of po- 



tatoes, but perhaps only to 
inadvertently be unable to 
distingui.sh a weed from a 
spud plant or tall grass from 
a beet green. So soon the 
middle schoolers will be re- 
leased from the rigors of 
school to maybe engage in 
the satisfying rigors of 
weeding. Some high school- 
ers will come in a fortnight 
for a week of work. In the 
meanwhile and the immedi- 
ate future, I am inclined to 
jump in for a half hour here 
and there of tending, per- 
haps after the little ones 
have gone off for a nap. 

There is also a fast ap- 
proaching sustainable gar- 
den tour on June 28th, and 
though it will feature gar- 
dens in Scituate and Cohas- 
set,, there will also be a 
chance to visit some dedi- 
cated farm gardens at Holly 
Hill Farm. For it is at the 
farm where the example 
ought to be set. A model for 
discovery for one of any age, 
exploration by many and a 
well-heeled garden for a 
good cause.

Post-conventional wisdom

The complicated electoral 
contraption that culminated 
in last weekend’s Democratic 
Convention was designed to 
do several things. It empow- 
ers the party’s activists. It 
gives a voice to elected De- 
mocrats and the party organ- 
ization, theoretic^y to help 
keep the activists from em- 
bracing unelectable extrem- 
ists. 

Mostly, the process is sup- 
posed to winnow the field, 
and to give the winning can- 
didate a boost going into the 
primary campaign. In 
Worcester, Democrats did a 
little bit of winnowing, but 
not much boosting. 

Instead of identflying a 
strong candidate who could 
open the general election 
campaign the next day - as 
Democrats did two years ago 
with Elizabeth Warren and 
Republicans tried to do this 
year with Charlie Baker - the 
convention produced evenly 
matched candidates in four 
races. Democrats have al- 
most three months of hard 
campaigning ahead of them 
before they can begin to 
unite behind a ticket 

Ikke the governor’s race, 
far and away the most im- 
portant. Don’t believe the 
spin about Steve Grossman 
being the big winner because 
he got more delegate votes. 
Nobody cares about the en- 
dorsement of the convention. 

Hie big winner was Don 
Berwick, the only one of five 
governor candidates who ex- 
ceeded expectations. For 
months, many observers as- 
sumed only two candidates 
would make it to the primary 
ballot, but Berwick won the 
hearts of the party’s progres- 
sives with promises of a sin- 
^e-payer health care system, 
the repeal of the casino laws 
and a full-throated assault on 
poverty and injustice. 

Not only did Berwick, a 
pediatrician, health polity 
expert and former Medicare 
chief in the Obama adminis- 



tration, cross the 15-percent 
threshold, he came within a 
percentage point of overtak- 
ing Martha Coakley. And be- 
cause two other candidates, 
Juliette Kayyem and Joe 
Avellone, finished out of the 
running, Berwick gets to be 
the fresh face in the primary 
race, and the sole alternative 
to the two familiar insiders. 

The other two finalists 
came out of the convention 
weaker than wfren they went 
in. 

Coakley still leads in the 
polls, benefiting from her 
higher name recognition. 

But the convention con- 
firmed what has been clear 
since Scott Brown walked 
over her four years ago: two- 
thirds of the Democratic 
base just isn’t that into her. 

Grossman misplayed the 
expectations game. His peo- 
ple were predicting a 
stronger delegate t^y that 
would give him decisive mo- 
mentum going into a one- 
on-one race with Coakley. 
Grossman has money, organ- 
ization, and a pretty good 
record as state treasurer, but 
an awful lot of Democrats 
aren’t that into him either. 

Berwick’s performance 
won him an opportunity to 
introduce himself to the 
broader electorate, but Sat- 
urday may prove to have 
been his best day. He’ll now 
face more intense scrutiny 
than he’s seen so far, and not 
just by Democratic oppo- 
nents. Voices from the Right 
are painting the defeat of 
Avellone, along with 
Berwick’s surge, as proof tliat 
extremists have taken over 
the Democratic Party. On 
WCVB’s “On The Record* 
Sunday, Republican com- 
mentator Ginny Bucking- 
ham dropped wliat may the 
first “loony left* reference of 
the campaign. It won’t be 
long before we hear Berwick 
being described as the father 
of the botched Obamacare 
rollout. 

There are similar stories 
down the ballot. Attorney 



general candidate Maura 
Healey came within a hair of 
beating Warren Tolman at 
the convention. Tolman is ex- 
perienced (he’s run statewide 
before) and he’s plugged in 
(brother Steven runs the 
AFL-CIO). But Healey’s an- 
other attractive outsider, 
backed by the progressive es- 
tablishment - and they often 
are stronger in the primary 
than at the convention. It 
promises to be an interesting 
campaign. 

The field of lieutenant gov- 
ernor candidates was win- 
nowed from four to three. 
Cambridge City Councilor 
Leland Cheung surprised 
many by making the primary 
ballot, where he’ll face Mike 
Lake, considered the pro- 
gressive activists’ canffidate, 
and Steve Kerrigan, who is 
closer to the party organiza- 
tion. If there was anything 
interesting about the lieu- 
tenant governor’s job, it 
could be an interesting race 
to watch. 

The treasurer field didn’t 
get winnowed at all. Pre-con- 
ventional wisdom had Tom 
Conroy on the bubble. His 
opponents. Sen. Barry Fine- 
gold and Brookline activist 
Deb Goldberg, had stronger 
geographical bases, but Con- 
roy made the most of en- 
dorsements from his fellow 
state reps. Goldberg ended 
up with 38 jjercent, Conroy 
with 34 percent and Fine- 
gold with 27 percent That 
makes it an even battle, if not 
necessarily a riveting cam- 
paign. 

So the political landscfq>e 
post-convention has Democ- 
rats fighting throu^ the 
summer in four contests - 
which will come as good 
news to Republicans.

New signs ask 
drivers to go siow

’IVo Cohasset streets are 
getting new signage in an 
attempt to control traffic in 
the area. 

Director of Project Man- 
ager and Planning Brian 
Joyce and Police Sergeant 
Jeff ’lireanor made the case 
to the Board of Selectmen 
to install new signs at Red 
Gate Lane and Fairoaks 
Lane, both of which are 
“problem speeding areas,” 
said Joyce. 

The lanes also contain 
sharp curves and are in 
highly populated neighbor- 
ho^ wiUi young facies 

The Board of Selectmen 
voted 4-0 (with one absten- 
tion from Kevin McCarthy, 



who lives on Fairoaks Lane) 
in favor of the new yellow 
and back signs, which will 
read “Thickly settled: 20 
mph” and signs with arrows 
reading “15 mph.” 

While the signs contain 
suggested speed limits, con- 
cerns were raised that these 
speeds are not enforceable. 
Joyce explained that if a 
speed study is conducted, 
the absolute or “prima facie" 
speed by motorists could 
become the speed limit. 

“Be carefiil what you wish 
for,” Joyce said of speed 
studies. 

Town Manager Chris Sen- 
ior agreed. “We don’t want a 
speed study to lock our 
speed up higher.” 

Selectmen chair Diane 
Kennedy said at the very 



least, the new signage could 
act as a “visual deterrent” 
for motorists. 

“I do think it’ll help,” said 
Kennedy. “There’s no way 
off of that road other than 
seeing those two signs. 
Hopefiilly it will calm down 
the speed.” 

Joyce said that he plans to 
contact abutters about the 
new signs before they’re 
posted, but that they will be 
in between property lines 
and next to bushes and 
shrubbery. 

Senior said the signs are a 
“good first step” to better 
control the tr^c, adding 
that however, “I think we 
need to stay on top of it.”

that she thinks it’s impor- 
tant “to quantify or value” 
elder services.

son gave 49 hours to assist 
elders in the small home re- 
pair program. 

While there were 215 vol- 
unteers total, Grande said 
that there are 10 individuals 
in particular “who have 
worked innumerable hours 
for the past five years to make 
certain that our community 
finally has a senior center 
that has flexible, dedicated 
space; a place to create and 
grow the many programs that 
our community has identi- 
fied, and to match service 
provision needs for the in- 
creasing over 60 population.” 

’The new senior center con- 
struction project, spearhead- 
ed by Cohasset’s Social Serv- 
ice League and funded 
through donations, is under- 
way and expected to be com- 
pleted by December 2014. 
The SSL and Elder Affairs 
hosted a groimdbrealdng cer- 
emony at the center’s future 
home, 91 Sohier Street, last 
month. 

Grande said that the senior 
center would not have come 
this far without volunteers. 

“Volunteers are the back- 
bone, the glue of Elder Af- 
fairs,” the ffirector said. "Vol-
